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I n Acts 2 the gift was given to enable “every man” 
from “every nation” to receive “every word of God.” The 
scarlet thread of red letters ties today’s KJV to the Gothic 
language of Acts 2. For all who care to compare, the charts 
have “bound the scarlet line in the window,” showing 
sounds that echo “down” to us. A random sampling of 
verses shows that the NIV, TNIV, NASB and most new 
versions silence those utterances of the Holy Ghost (Acts 
2:4-6) and cut the life giving scarlet “cord.” (Josh. 2:15, 18, 
21).
